Most  of  the  exercises  follow  familiar  work  patterns.  New  work 
patterns  are  kept  simple,  requiring  a minimum  of  teacher  explana- 
tion, and  thereby  allowing  the  pupils  to  work  independently  to  an 
increasing  extent.  The  same  new  work  patterns  are  employed  also 
in  practice  and  reteaching  exercises  in  the  Manual  for  Teaching 
Around  the  Corner,  thus  assuring  the  pupil  mastery  of  the  few 
simple  techniques  required. 

The  procedure  of  writing  responses  and  the  use  of  numbers  in 
checking  responses,  introduced  in  the  preceding  Workbook,  are  main- 
tained in  this  one. 

All  the  new  words  taught  in  a given  lesson  are  introduced  and 
repeated  in  the  accompanying  Workbook  pages. 

The  new  words  introduced  on  the  page  are  Avritten  in  manuscript 
writing  at  the  lower  margin  of  the  page.  They  may  serA^e  as  a pattern 
for  copying  as  well  as  for  matching  exercises  and  word  games.

This  exercise  should  be  fol- 
lowed by  discussion  of  the  way  each  worker  on  the  page  contributes 
to  city  life.  Emphasize  the  friendliness  and  helpfulness  of  city  help- 
ers. In  rural  areas  these  pictures  may  serve  as  a basis  for  building 
up  an  experience  background  for  the  stories  of  big  city  life. 

Page  2.  Comprehension:  Main  Idea.  After  the  pupils  have  finished, 
have  each  riddle  read  aloud  and  the  answers  checked  as  a group 
exercise.  Encourage  the  pupils  to  play  a similar  game  of  "Guess- 
ing” in  their  school  group. 

Page  3.  Comprehension:  Details.  The  new  and  original  stories  in 
this  book  are  keyed  to  the  vocabulary  of  the  basal  text  and  are  de- 
signed to  give  the  pupils  practice  in  reading  fresh  story  material 
with  ease  and  understanding.  When  the  exercise  is  completed,  have 
the  sentences  at  the  bottom  of  the  page  read  orally  to  check  the  correct- 
ness of  the  responses.  Call  for  volunteers  to  retell  the  story  as  a 
whole,  using  the  picture  as  a guide. 

Picture 
Interpretation.  Assist  the  pupils  in  reading  the  first  paragraph  and 
in  deciding  which  box  it  describes.
